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Wallace Says U. I 
Should Lead Fight 
Against Depression 


PARIS, April 23 (IP}—Henry A. 


Wallace In a series of speeches to- 
day called for a $50.000,000,000 world 
reconstruction program and de- 
clared the United States would have 
the gravest depression of its history 
unless it took the lead in world- 
wide repair of the ravages of war. 


"This will be one of the most seri- 


ous depressions the United States 
has ever had. a most amazing phe- 
nomenon which will affect the whole 
world," the former vice-president 
told the Centre D'Etudes De La 
Politique Etrangere, a French organ- 
ization similar to the foreign policy 
association m the United States, in 
an address tonight. 


Predicting the situation would 


"come to a head in four or six 
years in a devastating way un- 
less we are prepared to meet it 
thoughtfully," the American also 
predicted a minor United States 
depression next year but said 
this probably would be alleviated 
by increased armaments expen- 
ditures or by loans to foreign 
nations. 


Earlier, at a. news confcrcne . 


he said Russia should get $10,000,- 
000,000 to $17,000,000,000 worth of 
goods and services in the $50,000,000,- 
000 world economic reconstruction 
program 
which, he made clear, 


would come mostly from the United 
States. 


In a second speech before the 


American Veterans committee, Wal- 
lace outlined his creed for world 
unity and peace, declaring his belief 
that "toughness breeds toughness 
and that both the United States and 
Russia by their actions have already 
undermined the solemn cause lor 
which their young men died." 


In a third address delivered to a 


eloscJ meeting of the foreign af- 
fairs committee of the national 
assembly, Wallace was said to have 
repeated his previous criticisms of 
the proposed American loans^to 
Greece and Turkey.

Here is a juxtaposition of East 
and West, of the" Texas Oil and Standard 
Oil of California, with a half-feudal king- 
dom whose emperor formerly balanced a 
precarious, economy by Jaxes on pilgrims 
going^ to the holy city of Mecca. 


But the story is more romantic 


than that. A genie has appeared as 
American Aladdins have robbed the 
lamp, and this half-baleful, half- 
helpful genie has brought with him 
powers and problems beyond normal 
national experience. 


Under the shifting timeless sands of 


Arabia where camels and caravans plod 
there is oil—oil more abundant, perhaps, 
than in all the United States combined. 
The modern Aladdins are business execu- 
tives who livfl in cloud-piercing sky- 
scrapers ,- in New York and 
California. 


They are frock-coated financiers who 
travel about with the birds, in swooping 
airplanes, and the genie they have un- 
leashed by rubbing their lamp is Medi- 
terranean power politics, in" a world that 
has the atom bomb.

The Senate War Investigating Commit- 


tee under Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine has started an inquiry into alleged 
exorbitant war profits of United States 
oil corporations operating in Saudi Arabia.

Company own all the stock of the 
Arabian-American Company, which latter 
has an oil concession of 1S2.000.000 acres 
'equal to the size of California and Ore- 
gout embracing all Saudi Arabia's prob- 
able oil territory. Buried here may be oil 
resources larger than all those in tbe 
United States^.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN W. BUNPESEN. M. D 


WORRY is a bad habit and one which 


more and more doctors are "coming to re- 
gard as a real health hazard. 


I have told you in earlier articles of the 


part worry is thought to play in causing 
stomach ulcers and now. Dr. Leland G. 
Hunnicutt. of Pasadena, lists it along with 
other bad habits such as excessive smok- 
ing, abuse of alcoholic beverages, over- 
eating and late hours, as a possible cause 
of chronic sinusitis. Any of these things 
may bring about congestion in the nose 
with a lowering of resistance and infec- 
tion of the sinuses. 


Other things which may bring about 


changes in the lining membrane of the 
nose and .dispose toward sinus infection 
are lack ol vitamins and minerals, as well 
as certain glandular disturbances. 


Therefore, Dr Hunnicutt believes that 


the first step in treating the person with 
chronic sinusitis is a careful physical ex- 
amination to see if any such factors are 
contributing to his condition. 


In treating the infection itself cart 


must be taken not to injure the tissues 
of the nose. In the normal nose there is 
a covering of mucus over the lining mem- 
brane This is gradually pushed toward 
the opening of the nose bj thf action of 
hairlike structures called cilia. 


In planning the treatment of chronic 


sinus infection, nothing must be done 
which will interfere with the normal 
cJeansinR action of the cOia. For ex- 
ample, medicines used must contain no 
irritating chemicals, nor should they be 
either too acid or too alkaline as this also 
may interfere with the ciliary action. 


The symptoms of chronic sinus infec- 


tion consist of a continued nasal dis- 
charge, sometimes headachf. perhaps occa- 
sional slight fever arsd pain in The face. 
In order to make a definite diagnosis an 
X-ray examination is of help. 


Dr. Hunnicutt says that before the ex- 


amination of the nose is made the patient 
should go for a period of about four days 
without" using any medicin? in the nose 
and without bVsrir.g the nose At the end 
of this time the linine membrane of the 
nose will have returned to normal in so 
far as is possible, and the doctor is better 
able to tell exactly what conditions art 
present. 


In children, surgical treatment of 


chronic sinus infection is ?i£ually not 
employed. Rather, infected material may 
be sucked out with, a suction ramp and 
the nose washed gently with solutions «f 
•kit and sod*.

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ON FIRST SOLO FLIGHT 
Newsman Makes the Grade 
After Few Rough Bounces

learning: to fly.) 


If flying Isn't foolproof today, it 


certainly has reached a point where 
the average guy who still possesses 
a little sense of co-ordination can 
learn to pilot an airplane. 


We can attest to this, even with 


a mere rive hours of solo flying to 
our credit. 


But anyone who might have 


watched our maneuvers during 
the first 15 minutes of this solo 


. 
time would readily have been 
convinced that this business of 
flying: was being put to a stiff 
test. 


In those few minutes the. con- 


fidence we had acquired during the 
weeks of training leading up to our 
solo flight suffered a drastic let- 
down. We were ready to admit that 
.this was a nerve-shattering "experi- 
ment." 


Apparently convinced that we 


could do it alone, Harry Maxwell, 
Pottstown Airport instructor, climb- 
ed out of the training plane with a 
thorough, last-minute briefing. He 
might have said, "This is it. Now 
it's up to you." But he merely 
wound up with a few words of good, 
common sense: 


"If your landing doesn't look good, 


take it up and go around again. 
You've got plenty of time." 
; 
* • » 


With throttle open, we took the 


airplane off the runway. It wasn't 
a bad takeoff, but nothing that 
would do credit to a veteran. 
, 


Just to make certain, we took 


a quick glance into the rear seat 
from where Maxwell had so 
safely guided as through our 
preliminary paces. Yes, it was 
empty, a bit uncomfortably so. 


We climbed up to 400 feet into 


the airport's rectangular traffft pat- 
tern. Then on up to 500 feet for 
the first leg of our landing approach. 
* * * 


On the downwind "leg" of our 


approach we gave ourself a mental 
check on the landing procedure. 
Carburetor heat was on. Our alti- 
tude was the normal 500 feet. Then, 
after turning into our last "leg," we 
started the glide toward the airport 
runway. 


Our approach to the field seemed 


good. We eased back on the stick 
as the airplane floated over the run- 
way. 
But it wasn't enough and, 


with a bounce our landing wheels 
struck the field. We might have 


brought the plane down safely, but 
opening the throttle, we decided to 
try for a better landing. 


Our mistake was immediately evi- 


dent. The nose of our airplane was 
;oo low for a good, three-point 
anding.

Circling the airport again, we con- 


centrated on correcting our previous 
error. Our approach again seemed 
normal. The airplane settled toward 
;he ground, but 
once more It 


bounced like a rubber ball. So w.e 
applied the throttle and climbed 
upward for another try. 


Instructor Maxwell, watching 


from near the hangars, appeared 
to shake his head. 
We could 


almost read the thoughts in his 
mind. We thought of a baseball 
player with two strikes against 
him. 
Our third strike was corn- 


tag up. 


But it couldn't happen again. 


On our third attempt the airplane 
seemed to nestle on the ground like 
a bird in its nest. Wejaxied_ba6k. 
to the hanger -mtlraiTease of mind, 
but convinced that we could put to 
good use all of the remaining 28 


hours before becoming eligible for 
a private pilot's license.

Subsequent dual flying with In- 
tructor Maxwell gave us a fresh 
supply of confidence. 
We concen- 


trated on smoother takeoffs and 
landings. Our judgment seemed to 
.mprove with each training period. 


Then came a series of hours in 


which, after brief flight checks and 
practice in dual flight, we flew alone 
to better our ability in handling the 
airplane and flying by landmarks. 


We looked forward to the time 


when, after more air training and 
cross country flights, we would be 
ready for our private pilot's test. 


Yes, we were convinced that flying 


had proved itself.

Senate Committee Votes 
7Vz Billion Program for 
15 Million New Homes 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (/P)—By 


a one-vote margin, the Senate bank- 
ing committee today approved leg- 
islation aimed at construction of 
15.000,000 homes during the next ten 
years at an estimated cost to the 
Government at $7,500,000,000. 


The stated long-range goal: "A 


decent home and suitable living 
environment for every American 
family." 


The measure known as the Wag- 


ner-Ellender-Taft bill, won com- 
mittee endorsement, seven to six, 
when Senator Maybank (D-SC) cast 
the deciding vote by telephone from 
Annapolis, Md. His ballot broke a 
six to six deadlock. 


The close committee vote ap- 


parently foreshadows a drive to 
kill the bill when it comes up 
for debate in the Senate. Sena- 
tor Tobey (R-NH), chairman of 
the banking committee, told re- 
porters that even some senators 
who voted for the measure "re- 
served the right to oppose it in 
whole or part" on the floor. 


But Tobey himself, voting with 


the majority, said "there is no other 
legislation before us or seriously 
proposed which will meet this 
(housing fshortage) 
crisis m o r e 


quickly and more effectively." 


The sponsors of the bill, Senators 


Wagner (D-NY), Ellender (D-La) 
and Taft (R-Ohio), were authors of 
a similar measure which passed the 
Senate the past year, but was 
pigeonholed in the House. 


The bill provides for: 
1. A national housing commis- 


sion under an administrator. He 
would work with a co-ordinating 
council made up of the chiefs of 
existing Federal housing agencies 
and representatives of other Gov- 
ernment departments. 


2. A program of home ownership 


and rental housing for lower income 
families. This would authorize down 
payments of only five percent on 
homes costing up to $5000. The, bal- 
ance would be covered by insured 
30-year loans at four percent 
intrest. *

At present, a 25-year 90 percent 


loan is the maximum, at five per- 
cent interest.

Publisher Problems 
Cited at Meeting 


NEW YORK, April 23 (A>>—W. G. 


Chandler, president of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers associa- 
tion, told the Cist annual meeting of 
the organisation today that the post- 
war period had brought more piob- 
lems to publishers than they faced 
during the war. 


"It seemed reasonable to expect 


a lessening of the problem of war- 
time publication but the reverse has 
been the fact," said Chandler, who 
is a member of tthe Scripps-Howard 
advisory board. 


He declared that "the people of 


these United States are voluntarily 
buying more newspapers at higher 
prices per copy than in any previous 
year in our history" but added that 
"there are few, if any, publishers who 
could not increase sales and profits 
if more paper were available." 


The newsprint shortage and great- 


ly increased payroll and paper costs 
are the publishers' principal prob- 
lems, Chandler said.

Mr. William Hampton. College- 


ville, addressed Century club mem- 
bers on the topic. "Adapting the 
Ancient Art of Wood Carving to 
Modern Use," at a meeting yester- 
day afternoon in Library hall. 


Mr. Hampton, who was intro- 


duced by Mrs. A. Burtis Hallock 
Jr., chairman of the art commit- 
tee, prefaced his talk with a gen- 
eral discussion of 
trees, during 


which he said. "Outside of Mexico 
City there is a cypress tree 4000 
to 5000 years old, it is 125 feet high, 
100 feet around the trunk with a 
limb spread of 100 feet 
The trees 


in the United States most closely 
approaching this in antiquity are 
the 
Sequoia 
trees in California 


which take 4000 years to mature, 
the California Redwoods that are 
betweerTTSOO and 2000 years old. 


"In spite of the 
many years 


needed for trees to reach maturity 
we have wantonly destroyed our 
forests. 
Today there are miles 


upon miles of wasteland where 
virgin timber once stood. 
The 


result has been floods, diminish- 
ing water supply, and 
polluted 


streams. Unless something is done 
to correct the situation, succeed- 
ing generations will suffer for our 
wastefulness.'' 


In speaking of the four woods 


with which he works, Mr. Hamp- 
ton said, "No two trees are alike, 
each has its own appearance and 
peculiarities. 
These 
peculiarities 


produce variety in the grain of 
wood. The beauty of wood is pro- 
duced by the great age of a tree 
and cannot be duplicated. 


"Walnut is the oldest recorded 


used hard wood in the world. Logs 
of walnut have been found among 
relics of the Stone Age. A walnut 
tree needs plenty of sunshine, rich 
earth, and space. 
Consequently 


the walnut trees grew right where 
the farmer wanted -to plow. 
Wal- 


nut trees are very rare today. 


"Mahogany is the best wood for 


cabinet work. 
All the mahogany 


in the world grows in North, South, 
and Central America. 
The moist 


warm climate in which it grows 
and long growing season makes 
longer, straighter, and finer grain 
in the heart wood. 


"The Red Gum tree, sometimes 


called Sweet Gum is the most ver- 
satile wood. These grew throughout 
the Southeastern United States. The 
Red Gum is a cousin of the Syca- 
more and Sassafras trees and is a 
completely beautiful and satisfac- 
tory shade tree. The wood lends it- 
self to all types of staining. Until 
the passage of the bill against false 
advertising, practically all furniture 
sold as mahogany and walnut was 
built of red gum wood. 


"The wood of the Wild Cherry Is 


very rare today. It is hard to work 
but has great beauty and variety of 
color. The color of the fruit of "the 
wild cherry indicates the color of 
the heart wood." 


In speaking of the actual fash- 


ioning of an article, the speaker de- 
clared. "The wood carver must de- 
sign in the wood at the work pro- 
gresses, and the ability is in the 
Bngers. You sort of feel it as you 
handle the article."
